Cross­ 
examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)—I do not 
know the amount of water used in the Polar 
Star mine dnring the year 1830. I think 
they used as large a head as the Gold Run 
mine, but did not work as many hours a day. 
The Polar Star uses about 200 men in the 
woiking of the mine. The average number 
of men used On the hydraulic mines is about 
100. The Cedar creek ran two mines last 
year. There are about 300 men engaged in 
lnmbering on the Gold Run divide, and a 
considerable number are engaged in cut­ 
ting wood. The principal occupation of 
that portion of Placer county is mining. 
I do not know the nnmber of acres devoted 
to agriculture; neither do I know the nnm­ 
ber of sheep in Placer county. Quite a con­ 
siderable proportion ot the acreage of that 
county is devoted to hydraulic mining. I do 
not know of any law among miners compell­ 
ing a man to work bis claim by any particu­ 
lar process. They were allowed to mine in 
their own way. One miner would never 
claim the right to pile his recks on his neigh­ 
bor’s claim, to the latter’s injury. Some 
mines cannot be worked practically except 
by the hydraulic process. In drift mines the 
material is usually brought from the drifts in 
cars. If the portion of the old river channel 
at Gold Run that underlies the railroad is 
ever mined, it will be worked inte Bear river. 
There have been two surveys made for a tun­ 
nel between the North Fork and Bear river. 
Eli Welle sworn. (To A. P. Catlin)— I re­ 
side in Brighton township, Sacramento coun­ 
ty, eight miles from Sacramento, on the 
American river. I own 110 acres. The width 
of frontage on the American river is about 70 
feet. Mr. Day lives above me and Mr. 
Lowell next below ; then follows down on the 
river Kelly, Murry and Watt, Mrs. Bolzeand 
John Rooney, their places lying in the order 
named. I have lived there since 1850, and 
owned this land since 1863. The flood of 
1862, on the 10th of January, left a deposit 
on eight acreB of my laud about three feet 
deep. That deposit I plowed the next year 
and every year since. I put it in corn for two 
years after 1862, and raised an excellent crop 
—as fine as I ever saw in the State. After 
that I put it in alfalfa, and from it have cut 
three to four crops a year. Last year I put 
it in melons and raised a fine crop. I think 
the bank aloDg all the front of my place 
will 
average 
ten ' feet 
in hight. 
The American river during the recent 
rains raised three feet at my place. It 
has fallen about two feet. The sand bar in the 
river opposite my place was not movod nor 
affected in the least by the recent rise of 
water. 1 saw the old Sntter canal when it 
was constructed. 
The flood of 1862 took 
away two-thirds of that old canal. This 
canal started at the American Fork House, 
and came out at Brighton at the farm of Mr. 
Rooney. It followed the river bank until it 
came to the line between my place and Mr. 
Lowell, then bore off to the left, making a 
circle of nearly three miles. The first well I 
dog on my place was at a distance of half a 
mile from the river. At the depth of twelve 
feet I struck cobble and pay-Band, and found 
water. Overlying the cobble was a stratum of 
very hard gray sand. I have dug three wells 
since the fall of 1863. One was a quarter of 
a mile from the river, and found the same 
formation and water at the same depth. 
Last year I dug a well with the same result 
as formerly. The water level in every case 
was found at the same depth. The overflow 
of the American river has not injured me to 
the extent of five cents. I have had at times 
a slight deposit of sediment, but consider 
it not in the least injurious to the soil, The 
river has filled up 10 or 11 feet in its channel, 
but it has also increased fully one third. 1 
am ovet flowed only by back water, which 
overflows the farms below me. New Year’s 
day, 1868, was the highest water I have ever 
seen at my place. 
C.0S8-exao ¡nation (to Attorney - General 
Hart)—I could trace the line of high water 
a lo n g th e fen ces and trees. [Witness described 
th e manner in w h ich tho water came over his 
fa rm .] The deposit on the eight acres was a 
d a rk loam. It was not similar to the original 
anil. The later deposit on my place was 
slickens. Farming is my only occupation. 
I have noticed the constant filling up of the 
river each year since 1862 to the present time. 
I have noticed the bars in the river ate 
washed down the river every flood, and after 
that, when the water falls, more sand is 
brought down and other large bars are 
formed in their place. When I first 
saw the American river it wa3 a clear stream, 
with a pebbly bottom and high blutf banks. 
The river banks were thickly covered with 
lerga oaks. I watched the flood of 1862 every 
hour from the time it commenced rising nn- 
til it began to recede. The whole bottom of 
the river is sand. The banks on the opp.site 
side of the river are not over a foot or two 
above low-water mark. The river at low wa­ 
ter is very shallow—on an average not more 
than a foot and a half deep. My place lies in a 
peculiar position and I am not affected at all 
like my neighbors. My place lies opposite a 
large open expanse, and there is dnring floods 
no current over my place. 
Ile-diiect (to Air. Catlin)—After a high 
Hood I noticed always that the top of the 
bars and a portion of the sand deposit in the 
channel is swept down stream. 
Wm. H. White, sworn. (To J. K. Byrne)— 
I came to California in 1850. I have been 
engaged tince thattime principally in mining. 
In 1850 I mined on Big Bar, in the Middle 
Fork of the American river. I worked at 
Parker’s Bar, on the North Fork, in 1S53. 
Parker’s Bar is about half way between Pick­ 
ering’s Bar and Ford's Bat, about two miles 
below the mouth of Canyon creek. I have 
been up and down the North Fork a great 
many times, with the exception of 1856 and 
1859, from 1853 to 1881. I have crossed and 
been up and down it more or lees each year. 
In 1853 the bottom of the river was composed 
of rock and coarse material. The overage 
width of the channel from bank to bank, from 
Rice’s bridge to Canyon creek, I should judge 
was about 80 feet. Títere were numerous 
holes in that portion of the river. Some of 
them were 12 or 15 feet deep and from CO to 
100 feet long. I remember one particularly, 
near Ford’s Bar. which was about 25 feet 
deep. 
I examined the river about 
the first of October of 
this 
year. 
The tailings from Rice’s bridge to Pick­ 
ering’s Bar will average 40 feet in depth. 
The tailings were all swept out in 1875 or 
1876. The flood of 1881 was about equal to 
that of 1875, but did not carry out these tail­ 
ing deposits. The present deposit of tailings 
has the appearance of being as solid as the 
original óed of the river. The tailings at 
Ford’s Bar are about 50 feet deep. From 
Pickering’s Bar to Stephens’ bridge the river 
is filled upon an average of 55 feet. That is 
nearly fonr miles. The material composing 
this filling is composed of cobblestone, rock 
and sand. I noticed in going down the river 
that the coarsest material was near the dump. 
Ttie material gets finer as you go down the 
stream from the damp. I remember the 
house once owned by George Hanley at Ford’s 
Bar. It was built at least 60 feet above the 
snrfac9 of low water. The tailings are now 
running over where the house stood. At 
another place that we used to call High Bar, 
jnst below Where Jamison ravine came in, 
that bar was originally over forty feet 
high ; now it is completely covered with sand. 
Warner’s bridge is another point where I no­ 
tice a filling np of fifty feet I know the 
Indiana Hill claim. I first knew that ground 
in the fell of 1852. In that year a great deal 
of this ground was located. I made some 
locations there at that time. I have worked 
upon that claim a number of times. Worked 
on the Indiana Hill claim during the winter 
of 1852 and 1853. Have worked on the claim 
more or lees ever since. Have worked there 
most all the time for the last several years. 
In 1852 the ground washed was of veiy 
light material. \ Witoess described the early 
mining at Gold linn, and gave the dates of 
the bringing in of the various canals and 
ditches ] The South Ynba canal carried 3,000 
inches. The Cedar creek ditch ran ia 3,000 
inches. The Gold Ran ditch ran 1,500 inches 
in 1865. This water was all u-ei in hydraulic 
mining and in the Gold Ran district. The 
mines were worked night and day. From 
twenty-five to thirty mines were in foil oper­ 
ation. They used in each mine from 250 to 
500 Inches of water. The grade of 
the sluices used in the minei I 
■peak of was from 9 to 12 inches in every 12 
feet The grade hi the flame of the tunnel 
of the Gold Ran Mining Company is only 6 
inches to 12 feet Those mines, with the 


“ »oont of water, washed away five 
times the amount of material that the claim 
w a Df°?l‘t,In,4UD* HilL The bottom blue 
Indiana Hill mine is large, coarse 
cobble, gravel and cement. I have seen 
bowlders 10 snd 12 feet in diameter ot this 
black slate They have to be blasted with 
powder and broken up with sledges fine 
enough to allow them to be washed throngh 
, 
’ Have seen pieces of rock weigh­ 
ing 200 pounds washed through this tunnel I 
had some conversation with Mr. Uren regard­ 
ing the former and present condition of the 
North Fork of the American river. I stated 
the same facts to him that I have to the 
Court this morning. 
Cross-examination (to Attorney-General 
Hart)—I reside at Gold Rnn, in Plscer coun­ 
ty. From Rice’s bridge to Pickericg’s Bar is 
some seven or eight miles. I should judge it 
to be Beven and a half miles. In that section 
of the river the channel is not straight but 
winding. The angle of the hill sides is about 
45 degrees. There are a great many places 
where yea can get down to the river between 
Pickering’s Bar and Rice’s bridge. I passed 
over the Iowa Hill trail first in 1852. I 
passed over Stephen’s trail in 1854. 
The Attorney-General—Who sent you to 
make this examination of the river ? 
A.—No one. 
Q.—Who did you go for ? 
A.—I went for cobody. 
Q —What did you go for ? 
A.—I went hunting. 
Q.—Hunting what ? 
A.—Hunting quail. 
Q.—You followed down the river channel, 
did yon, hunting quail? Did you find any 
quail ? 
A.—Yes. I found some along the banks. 
Q.—Then you kept your eyes on the backs, 
did you ? 
A.—Not all the time. 
Here witness was closely cross ex tmined as 
to his knowledge of the river channel and the 
deposits at different points. 
Afternoon Session. 
Mr. White resumed. Cross-examination 
(by Attorney-General Hart)—After the floods 
of 1876 there was very little of the tailings 
that had been deposited above Rice's 
bridge left. The floods that winter swept 
them nearly all out. Don’t think they would 
average a foot deep. They were not uni­ 
formly deposited—in some places there were 
none at all. I went down the river to exam­ 
ine a piece of ground in Secret Canyon, about 
two miles above Stephens’bridge. The trail 
above Stephens’ bridge is considerably above 
the river. The hills there are 2,000 feet high. 
In October last I crossed the river in this sec­ 
tion a great many times. I don't know the 
number of time--. AH I know about 
the amount of water carried in the different 
canals is, that I was told that by the owners 
or superintendents of those canals. 1 know 
the grade of the flames in Gold Run district, 
from the fact that I have assisted in putting 
in a good many of them myself. 
Re-direct examination (to Mr. Byrne)—A 
miner can judge from the size aud appear­ 
ance of the head of water about how maDy 
inches there are. [Witness enumerated a 
number of different miDes in the Gold Run 
district, in which he had at different times 
worked. ] I have seen as many as twenty of 
the mines in Gold Run district running at 
the same time. Ford’s Bxr and Warner’s 
bridge are about a half a mile apart. A man 
can get down to the river at almost any point 
in this section of the river. 
Edward Christy sworn. Direct examina­ 
tion (to A. P. Catlin)—I reside at FolBom. I 
am holding the office of Supervisor of the 
Sixth Supervisor District of Sacramento 
county, and have held that position for the 
past six years. The district embraces Mis- 
si-sippi, Natoma and Grant townshipe. I 
came to CaKfornia and landed in San Francisc i 
on the 28;h day of February, 1852 I started 
immediately for Auburn, Placer county, and 
engaged there in driving the Bear river tun­ 
nel. After thattuunel was completed I went 
to Yankee Jim’s in October of that year. 
At that p int I did my first mining. I 
worked there for about three months. I did 
not succeed well, so I went over to Wiscon­ 
sin Hill, started sluicing there aud worked 
until the spring of 1853. Then I returned 
to Auburn. The mining in the neighborhocd 
of Yaakee Jim’s was mostly sluicing ; very 
little drifting was being done at that 
time. 
The mines that were being sluiced 
at Georgia Hill had a bank of about 40 feet. 
On the erst side of Yankee Jim’s the claims 
were not so deep. It was different material 
—rich loam and no rocks at all. The tailings 
from Georgia Hill went into Devil’s canyon, 
and those from Wisconsin Hill into Yankee 
Jim’s ravine, and I think they both emptied 
into Shirt Tail canyon. The population of 
that locality at that time was very large. I 
was interested in a quartz mill in 1853 near 
Auburn—what was called Crouse Hill Min­ 
ing Company. It w&b located in Baltimore 
ravine, two miles this side of Auburn. That 
was kind of a failure, and I left there in 1853 
and went to Rattlesnake Bar. At that time 
there was very little mining going on at that 
bar. There was but one little ditch there 
then. Tbo Bear Biver Company dug a 
branch ditch from Auburu to Rattlesnake, 
and 1 had the contract of bringing it in there, 
and they calculated that they would sell 
000 inches a day. They sluiced into the 
North Fork of the American river. 
There were at that time seven big sluices 
running into the river there. Thara was 
some pretty haid gravel in this bar. and it 
did not wash easily. It was a very solid ma­ 
terial and had tn b? picked a good deal. 
There was a little surface loam and the rest 
was red gravel. The mints ou this bar were 
about 100 or 150 feet above the surface of the 
river. I mined at Rattlesnake until the 
North Fork Canal came in there. I moved 
down to Doten’s Bar—that was ia 1856. 
Rattlesnake at that time was quite a large 
place. There was a little theater at that 
time. Wells, Fargo & Co. had an office 
there. There were three pretty extensive 
hotels. There were perhaps 2.COO people at 
Rattlesnake and in the immediate vicinity. 
Rattlesnake was the distributing Doint for sup­ 
plies for all the bars in that vicinity. The first 
hydraulic m’ning I ever siw was at Rattlesnake 
Bar, in the Colhy claim. That wa3 in 1853. 
The Eite of the first town at Rvttlesuake Bar 
has all been washed away. It covered about 
fifty acres, and perhaps much more ; I never 
measured it. Doten’s Bar is from 100 to 150 
feet above the river. The formation of this 
bar is similar to that of Rattlesnake Bar. 
The claim that I worked on Doten’s Bar had 
a bank of fifteen feet. We gave the Bluices 
eighteen inches grade and used very smell 
heads of water. When the price of water 
was reduced from 50 cents an inch to 15 c;nt», 
the heads the miners used were three times 
as large as they were before; some used 
heads of from 100 to 200 inches. From 
Doten’s Bar I cime down the liver to Missis­ 
sippi Bar. I mined there for two years. The 
mines un thiB bar were about forty feet deep, 
and we gave our sluices eighteen inches 
grade. 
Q —Did you have occasion to go across the 
Texas Hill diggings frequently ? 
A.—Oh, yes ; we used to go every Sunday 
to sell our gold dust and buy our provisions ; 
and then sometimes through the week 1 
would have occasion to go after lumber, and 
1 was well acquainted with the mines there, 
That was about the same material that was 
on Mississippi Bsr. 
Q —State the size of Texas Hill diggings, 
as compared with Mississippi Bar. 
A.—They were about the same, and the 
mines were nearly of the same character. 
Q.—What was the principal place of ob­ 
taining supplies at that time ? 
A.—The principal point was Folsom. The 
majority of the miners went there to seU 
their gold dust Afterwards a small store 
was staited on Mississippi Bar, but it did not 
amonnt to much. Nine-tenths of all the sup­ 
plies came from Folsom. 
Q —Was Folsom the trading place for other 
pordonR of the mines? 
A.—Yes, sir. Folsom was at that time a 
large place, and was a central trading point 
for all the surrounding mines. 
Q —When did yon go to Folsom ? 
A.—I went there in 1859. 1 purchased a 
claim for $1,200, and started a bed-rock tun­ 
nel there that cost me $5,000 to drive, and 
continued mining there until a year ago. 
With the exception of two years, when I was 
Deputy Sheriff under Bugbey and resided in 
Sacramento, I have lived in Folsom and been 
interested in mining. 
Q.—Were you interested in those minee 
while in Sacramento? 
A.—Yes, sir. I mined the mice myself; 
never had any partuer, and oo'.y worked it 
out last fall. My mine was on Big Flat, jnst 
this side of Folsom, within the city limits. 
All the bluff opposite Folsom is washed off 
and thrown.into the river. 
Q —How deep ? 
A.—From 41 to 4fl feet. The bluff between 
the upper end of Folsom, almost to Texas 
Hill, is washed off. There is one man 
washing in that bluff now. He has been 
mining there over a year. Any man who 
knows the depth of a ditch and it* width at 
top and bottom, can easily estimate how 
much water there b running in it—th it is 
the number of minen’ inches it carries. I 
can tell by merely looking at a stream fl >w- 
Ing to a claim within ten inches of th* amount 
of th* head. 


Q.—Describe Maine Bsr, opposite Folsom ? 
A.—That bar has been worked ever sitci 
1858; I think since the North Fork kitch 
came in, and that was in 1856. They con­ 
tinued to work there nntil the dam was 
washed ont last spring. Tha tailings dumped 
from the Portuguese mine on that damp, ex­ 
tending half-way across the river, are plainly 
to be seen from this side. They are six or 
eight feet high in the river. I never saw any 
red soil in that gravel; it is mostly loose 
S 
avel. I never worked at Willow Spring 
ill, bat have been at those diggings often. 
I never saw a mine in California that did not 
have quartz in it; neither do I think any­ 
body else has. Where I mined at Folsom, 
the boys would say, after looking at the ma- 
of my urine: “ You have got pretty 
good diift washing, for the reason that there 
is lots oi white quartz in it” When theie is 
plenty of white quartz in a claim, it always 
• t There are some quartz pebbles 
in Chris Larsin’s mine also. The character 
of the material in his mine is red and 
Drettv solid. It differs somewhat from that 
found at Tex** Hill, Misviarippi Bar, Maine 
? “ *nd iolaom. He has got a steep fall 
into the river, and he never had to use a tail 
sluice, although he has mined out twelve 
acres of ground. The tailings from Willow 
Spnsgs and that vicinity flow into Alder 
cieek and thence into the American river 
Willow creek formerly came down very rap­ 
idly. It does not come down so rapidly now 
because it is very much filled up. Alder 
creek is more rapid than Willow creek, being 
more than twice as large. Winter before last 
y man was drowned there in trying to croas 
with a team. The railroad bridge was fre­ 
quently washed out until they built it upon 
stone piers. 
Q —How mu:h has the American filled up 
below Folsom ? 
A.—From a little ways below the bridge, 
as far down as I am familiar with it—that is, 
down below Bailors’ Bar—it must have filled 
since I came there from 15 to 20 feet, prob­ 
ably more. That is a distance of three or 
four miles. The flood of 1861 swept away 
some of the filling, and since that time each 
winter’s flood has added a little to it. Oppo­ 
site Negro Bar the river is from 300 to 400, 
perhaps 500, feet wide. Above the bridge, 
for a short distance, the river flows through a 
narrow channel. Opposite Negro Bar the 
river, during high water, sometimes rises 18 
or 20 feet. The tailings in this portion of the 
river seem to be the old tailings washed ont 
from Mississippi Bar and Folsom. The fine 
stuff has been run off and the cobble and 
rocks remain. The tailings from Pennsyl­ 
vania Flat are similar to those from Texas 
Hill aud Sailors’ Bar. It is loose gravel and 
full of cobble and eand. with a little loam on 
top. The rod soil occnrs from 200 to 3C0 feet 
above the river. The cobble bars and banks 
are about 100 feet above the river. 
Cross-examination (to the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral) : 
Q.—You are a member of the Board of 
Supervisors of this county ? 
A.—Yes, sir, 
Q.—Have you any positive feeling in this 
case against one side or the other ? 
A.—No, fir. I am not interested either 
way. Only for the protection of this county. 
That is ray sworn duty. No other way but 
financially. The people I represent are in 
favor of mining companies, and if mining 
stops they have got to leave, because that D 
what they live by sod nothing else. 
Q.—You are now serving your constitu­ 
ents? 
A.—Yes, sir. I am now going accord­ 
ing to their wishes. 
Q.—Do you now mean to say that you are 
an impartial witness in the case ? 
A.—I have already answered that question. 
1 am impartial and indifferent, with the ex­ 
ception of the finances of this county, that is, 
as far as my knowledge goes; if anybody does 
the other way, that is their lookont. My 
conscience says that it is unnecessary for this 
county to pay $12.000 for a lawyer, and pay 
all the expenses of this suit, and that is what 
I did conscientiously. I did not have any 
prejudice any other way, and I defy any man 
to say anything else. 
Q.—Your conscience, theD, you say, is 
against this case, because Sacramento county 
has employed a lawyer to assist in the trial 
of it? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Therefore, you are opposed to the 
plaintiff’s side of the case ? 
A.—No, sir; but I am oppoeed to Sac­ 
ramento county payiDg unnecesearily a law­ 
yer.Q.—Can you identify the tailrags from aDy 
parcicnl r mine ? 
A.—It is very easy to do that, sir. 
Q.—Cau you tell the sands from Mississippi 
Bar?A.—I can distinguish them from those 
coming out of Maine Fiat or Texas Hill. No 
roan can swear to the material he finds in the 
river. 
Q —Now, can you testify that the sand in 
this river cornea from any particular bar on 
the American river? 
A.—No, sir; and I don’t think the man 
lives that could tell. 
_ Q —You know that sand is constantly com­ 
ing down to Folsom, don’t you? 
A.—I do not know anything abont it. 1 
worked on my own claim, and how could I 
tell where it comes from. 
Q —You do not know whether there was 
sand and grit in the river ? 
A.—Yes, sir ; there was sand and grit in 
the water. Everybody knows that. 
Q.—You know that there is a great amonnt 
of sand and grit coming down the river, don’t 
you ? 
A.—The river cunes down roily and thick 
sometimes in freshets. 
(*.—Very thick, too, don’t it ? 
A.—I don’t know. 1 never measured it or 
dipped out a bucket of it in ten years. [Wit­ 
ness explained the method of measuring 
water ] 
Q —What has become of the 2,000 people 
anil the theater at Rattlesnake ? 
A —We!!, the Man above knows, I don’t. 
I left there in 1856. and have not beeu there 
since. In the mining camps, when the ground 
ia worked out, the people go everywhere, and 
God know3 where they go. 
Stephen G. Bears, sworn (to Mr. Byrne): 
The Gold Run mining claims are in Gold Run 
district. The original washiDgs of Indiana 
Hill were thrcugh Indiana ravine. I have 
been tlirou.h the tunnel to the Indiana Hill 
claim. Before the constructing of the tunnel 
into the Icdirna Hiil mine the surface wash­ 
ings were on an average of ninety feet. The 
miners washed off as much of the surface as 
they could prior to the constructing of the 
tuunel. 
Adjourned to meet at 9 A. u. to-day.

It- is to the effect th a t th e latter ap­ 
p rop riated all or th e greater part of a rail­ 
road CAr load of specie, on the eve of the 
collapse of 
the Confederacy. 
General 
Jo h n sto n does not pretend to know how 
m uch m oney there really was, b u t he pro­ 
fesses to know th a t it filled tw enty-six 
w agon3 on the m arch, and he does not know 
w h a t become of it subsequently. 
I t is 
h ig h ly im probable th a t there is auy founda­ 
tion for th is story other than th a t Davis 
h a d authority to handle the Confederate 
treasure. 
T h at there was very little coin 


i n th e Southern Treasury a t the close of 
th e rebellion has long been well known, 
b u t it has alw ays heen believed th a t the 
C onfederate specie was expended alm ost to 
th e last dollar in th e desperate effort to 
m aintain the struggle. 
T u tre has, how­ 
ever, alw ays been some eueh tradition 
a s th is about sim ilar situations. 
Every ex­ 
iled ruler or deposed usurper or defeated 
revolutionary leader has been credited w ith 
th e possession of m ysterious treasure, and if 
h a lf th e stories were true there would be 
a n imm ense quantity of gold and silver 
h id d en aw ay all over th e world in caves 
a n d th e vaults of old luins, and such 
places. 
H ad Jefferson Davis succeeded 


i n converting th e rem nant of th e Confed­ 
e ra te treasure to his own use, it is probable 
th a t he would have lived more osten­ 
tatio u sly than he 
has 
done since his 
release from prison. 
H ut duriDg the whole 


o f th a t tim e he has appeared to be poor, and 
h as led a retired and frng il life, and not 
such as a modern C aptain K idd would 
have done. 
N evertheless as this singular 
ato ry comes from a former Confederate 
com m ander, and a man of know n responsi­ 
b ility and integrity, it is p re tty certain to 
find m any believers, and it m ay even 
resralt in some fu rth er em barrassing in­ 
quisitions on the part of th e G overnm ent.

A ccording to our dispatches, the m issing 
steam er Jean n ette ha3 been found some­ 
w h ere on th e Siberian coast, and has been 
relieved by the Russians, though it does 
n o t appear th at she was in distress, or in­ 
d eed th a t she had undergone any serious 
difficulties. 
U ntil some further details are 
received it will be impossible to know how 
ahe cam e on th e Siberian coast, though it 
is q u ite probable th a t she has been drifting 
w ith th e pack ice. 
As she was provis­ 
ioned for three years, of which tw o only 
have expired, there ¡3 no reason to suppose 
th a t her crew have undergone other hard­ 
sh ip s than those of th e clim ate. 
Com­ 
m an d er De Long has stuck by his ship, 
a n d this perhaps has saved him m uch use­ 
less toil and trouble, for despite Lieutenant 
S chw atka’s interesting account it seems 
c lear th a t sledge traveling in the A rctic 
reg ona is th e very hardest and m ost ex­ 
hau stin g work th a t can be done. 
The 
w hole world will be eager to hear th e full 
p articulars of th e relief of the Jeannette, 
b a t it is possible th a t it m ay be a long 
tim e before these particúlars are accessible, 
fo r th e com m ander m ay not have been 
■»ble to send any leltets or dispatches by 
th e natives who found him , and tran s­ 
portation and travel thrjugh Siberia are 
•o difficult lh a t only th e bare facts may 
have reached th e G overnor of th e te rri­ 
tory. 
There is no loom f-.r doubt as to 
the identity if the relieved steamer with 
th e Jeannette, fortunaU ly, and th e assur­ 
an ce of her safety is a ter all the principal 
fa c t to be -known.

can only hope to overcome our disad­ 
vantages of location by sending to W ash­ 
ington the best m aterial we pos ess. 
B ut 
here the spoils system interferes to prevent 
any such desirable result. 
I t excludes 
the best m aterial, and it fastens upon the 
State men cf inferior caliber, who are con 
te n t to pay allegiance to th e “ m achine,” 
and who spend the greater part of their 
tim e in m anipulating politics in th eir own 
interest, end in paving the way, by the 
m ost underhand m ethods, for their re­ 
election. 
T heir performance of their pub 
lie duties is perfucctory and iadolent. 
T hey are incapable of representing the 
S tate in an effective way when questions 
of vital im portance to it are in issue. And 
no more conclusive proof of this can be

and th at Congress was under obligations to 
assist the State in finding a rem edy for the 
evils complained of. 
No more im portant 
subject has ever been in controversy.

involved the fate of one of tw o great in­ 
dustries. 
I t appealed to Congress in its 
intim ate relation to the preservation of the 
navigability of our rivers. 
It affected 
vitally the output of the precious metals. 
I t was one of those w eighty and far-reach­ 
ing issues which call for the amicable in ter­ 
vention of the G eneral G overnm ent, and 
which suggest the adoption of such m eas­ 
ures as will preserve all the interests a t 
stake from destruction. 
If ever a plain 
d u ty was imposed upon a representative, 
such a d u ty was here laid upon the Congress­ 
m an from th e Second D istrict, 
Y et it 
is now nearly five years since this contro­ 
versy began, and during th a t tim e the 
m ost obvious opportunities for Congres­ 
sional intervention have been neglected by 
oar representative w ith as stolid an apathy 
as though he really had been iguorant th at 
he was required to do anything a t all. 
W hen after long investigation th e State 
had fairly em barked upon rem edial m eas­ 
ures ; when it was taxing itself a t the 
rate of half a m illion a year to construct 
engineering w orks ; w hen it m anifested a 
determ ination to p u t its shoulder to the 
wheel, 
w hether or not it received help 
from 
outside ; 
our representative was 
silent and inactive. 
Y et th a t was the tim e 
when o f . all others he ought to have been 
a t work w ith all his m ight. 
T h at was 
the m oment when he had the best stan d ­ 
point from which to 
urge our claims. 
H ad he been w orthy of his salt, 
had 
he been a capable and earnest and faithful 
m an, he would have so presented the 
case for th e S tate th a t Congress W'ould 
have been compelled to take upon itself a 
fitting share of the financial burden, a rd 
in th a t case we should have had a genuine 
prospect of relief and cure. 
W hat was 
Page doing all this tim e? 
He was in Con­ 
gress. 
Did he know th a t there was such a 
question as the Debris problem in contro­ 
versy? 
Or was he arranging m atters w ith 
“ the boys,” and putting up hole and-cor- 
ner combinations here and there, to the end 
th at be m ight hoodwink and cajole a loDg- 
suffering party to let him keep some better 
man out of Congress for another term ? 
D uring all these years, while the contest 
was growing hotter, while the timo for an 
amicable adjustm ent was passing away, 
Page m ade no m otion and gave no sign. 
H e could not discuss the question from his 
seat in the House, for he has not the abil­ 
ity to m ake an intelligible speech on any 
subject. 
H e could not draw a bill th at 
w ould cover the subject, for he has not the 
capacity 
to frame legislation. 
All he 
could do was to devote himself to “ m a­ 
chine” politics, and th a t he did. 
A nd now, after more than four years of 
neglect of his duty, this model Congress­

his constituents in the valley and his con­ 
stitu en ts in the m ountain counties more 
nearly and vitally than any other question 
w hatever ; notw ithstanding the gravity of 
the interests involved ; Mr. Page has evi­ 
dently studied it no more than ju st suffices 
to expose his dense ignorance of the whole 
m atter.

St. P etersburg, December 20th.—The Governor- 
General of Eastern Siberia, who ii&3 just arrived 
here, brought news th at a steam er of the North 
American Polar expedition, which had been tost 
since 1879, had been discovered and as-istanco 
render*! the crew. 
It is believed here th at this 
refer* to the Jeannette. 
The crew are 6aid to have 
suffered no loss. 


[SECOND DISPATCH 1 
London, December 20th.—The findiag of the Arc­ 
tic exploring 9teamer Jeannette was re* ortt-d to a 
m eeting of the Royal Geographical Society to-day. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION. 
Nkw York, December 20th.—The Commercial 
Advertiver prints the following: A private dispatch 
was sent by tbe Secretary of State to the Herald 
office this afternoon, announcing the loss of tbe 
Jeannette and the rescue of two boats filled with 
men, containing three of the officers of the expedi­ 
tion and twen^y-threa of the crew. 
The other boat 
(No. 21 has not been heard from, and is supposed to 
have been lost. 
1 he following is a copy of the dis­ 
patch : 
W ashington, December 20th.—Following i* a tele­ 
gram which ha* been received from Huffman, 
Charge d’Affaires of the United State* at St. Peters­ 
burg : 
“ lh e Jeannette was crushed in the ice on 
June 11th in latitude 77* north, longitude 157* 
east. The crew embarked in three boats, which were 
separated by wind and fog. 
No. 3 boat, with eleven 
men, under charge of engineer Melville, reached the 
mouth of the Lena river on September 19th. 
Boat 
No. 1, having on board Captain DeLong, Dr. Ambler 
and twelve men, reached the Lena river in a pitiable 
condition. 
Prom pt assistance was rendered. 
Boat 
No. 2 has not heen heard from ."

Canuery, managing editor of the H era d , said be 
had no facts beyond the dispatches upon which he 
ceuld base any opinión relative to th e expedition. 
It appeared to him th at the steam er had l>cen lest 
beyond recovery, and that the occupants of th j sec­ 
ond boat, among whom he feared was Collins, the 
Herald correspondent, was also lost, although there 
was a hope th at they m ight yet turn up. 


GALLANT SIBERIANS—THE JEANNETTE SAFE 
AND SOUND. 
London, December 20th.—The Governor of Si­ 
beria has ju st issued a proclamation announcing 
th at the Arctic voyage ship Jeannette is safe, with 
all on beard well, and ad her equipm ents iutact. 
The Governor, who haa taken for a long time great 
intercut in A rctic explorations, caused an extra­ 
ordinary exploring party to be sent out to hunt the 
track of the Jeannette when he learned th e fe.rs 
entertained th at m istortune had befallen her, and 
th at relief expeditions were being organized in her 
interest by different Governments. Knowing delays 
incidental to such governm ental action, he at once 
equipped and sent out on bis own account a party 
of the most experienced and reliable explorers at 
his command, with most ample powers and most 
positive instructions. The men at once entered into 
the undertaking with all their sou’s, and stuck to 
their work despite the most dangerous obstacles, 
until 
they 
found 
the track 
of 
the lost 
ship, 
and 
finally 
overtook 
her. 
The 
people aboard the Jeannette were much astonished 
when they were informed by the Siberian explorers 
th at they had become objects of solicitude of all the 
civilized nations of the world, and th at nearly all 
the Christian Governments were p.epaiing to make 
appropriations to fit out vessels for a general search 
for what it was gent rally feared would prove to be 
only their remains. 
A fter ascertaining th at the 
Jeannette was abs ilutely safe, and all on board well 
and fully provided for, the Siberians hastened back 
to report the good news, for which the Governor 
had impressed upon then: the whole scientific world 
was anxiously waiting. The Governor of Siberia a t 
ouce dispatched special couriers with the news, to 
have it get to London w ith all possible speed, and it 
reached London bu t a few m inutes ago. 
EXPRESSION OF THANKS.

BELIEF PROMPTLY FURNISHED. 
Sr. Pktrrsburu, Dicem ber 2Cth.—News is re 
ceived by the Government at Jakutsk, Eastern Si 
bcria, th at on the 14th of September the natives of 
Oulonso, near Cape Boterav, 140 versts north of Cape 
Bakoff, discovered a boat containing eleven men, 
who said th at they b .longed to the Jeannette, and 
had undergone terrible suffering. 
On hearing the 
news the D istrict Deputv Governor, w ith a doctor 
and medicines, was immediately disp.tched to help 
the shipwrecked sailois, and was instructed to bring 
them to Jakutsk. The Governor w js also instructed 
to do everything in his power to recover the re ­ 
mainder of the crew, 500 roubles being given him 
to defray his expenses.

SYMPATHY OF THE RUSSIANS. 
St. P k trrsb sro , December 20th.—A special sup­ 
plement of the Oficial Gazette, issued this eveping, 
announces th at all telegrams from Engineer Melville, 
of the lost exploring steam er Jeannette, are for­ 
warded to their destinations as promptly as pos:i 
ble, and th at the m ost energetic measures will be 
taken for the discovery of the remainder of the c ew 
of the Jeannette and those left on the ice at the 
mouth of Lena river. 
THE RIVER LENA— POSSIBILITIES DISCUSSED. 
W ashington, December 2 0 th .-George Kennan, 
of this city, who some years ago traveled a 
thousand miles or more up the river Lena, at the 
mouth of which Lieutenant DeLong and the sur­ 
vivors of the crew of the Arctic steam er Jeannette 
recently landed, says: 
W here the Jeannette was 
lost, was 151 miles north ast cf tbe island cf New 
Siberia, 300 miles from tlie nearest Siberian main­ 
land, and a little more than 500 miles from the 
mouth of the Lena. 
It is probable that Lieutenant 
DeLong, after abandoning his ship, made for the 
nearest p d n t on the Siberian coast, passing to the 
eastward and southward of the New Siberian Island, 
and striking the mainland between the m outh of 
the Indigirke snd the m«>uth of the Lena. 
If he 
reached the coast early enough in the summer, 
be ought to have found 
Russian and native 
fishing 
stations 
at 
the 
m outh 
of 
the 
Yana 
Indigirka, and 
other 
sm aller 
stream s 
which 
fall 
into 
the 
Arctic 
ocean in th at 
vicinity, and thus have obtained succor much nearer 
than the Lem. 
It is possibly, however, th at he did 
not reach the mainland until after the fishiog sta­ 
tions had all been abandoned, and the fishermen 
had retreated up the river to the w inter villages, 
which, 09 a rule, are situated some distance inland 
from the m outh of the Lena, which is, I believe, a 
perm anent settlem ent, and this seems to have been 
the appointed rendezvous for all the boat*. 
If the 
third boat failed to reach the rendezvous agreed 
u¡>on, the conclusion by no means follow th at it is 
lost, for they may have found an inhabited station 
nearer than the m outh of the Lena, or have been 
picked up by a Russian or native flshing-bo&t and 
carried on.

rTYO ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: BE IT 
known, that I, Charle» A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultunl and Health Officer of the Board 
of State \ iticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized aud instructed by sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARANTINE R I LES AND R E G U L A TIO N . 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in thia 
St'ite for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new' plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reas n of this rule is tbat the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is. according to the best au­ 
thorities, four.d only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at tne option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttiugB or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
’ 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to ICO gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Secoud—Dissolve Little's soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two ports heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes, f V. B.—To make 44 livtr of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of 44 liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the Slate there will be 
appoiLted local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or regiou where viue-gTow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR TH E FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 


All persons planting new vineya*ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspecte 1, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall oe Issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions o? Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be sitisfactorily 
shown to the said luspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office.
